Bearcats  Defeat 
Peru  Teachers  25 
to  20  Friday  Night 

Invaders  Stage  Late  Rally  But 
Fail  to  Overcome  the 
Maryville  Lead. 

A  17  to  1  lead  the  Bearcat  cagcrs  of 
the  State  Teachers  college  acquired  in 
the  first  ten  minutes  of  play  ngainsi 
the  Peru,  Neb.,  Teachers  here  last. 
Friday  enabled  them  to  fight  off  a 
Peru  rally  to  win  25-20.  The  game  wm 
I  he  first  of  the  season  and  the  first  un 
der  the  direction  of  Conch  Wilbur  Stn! 
cup. 

The  Maryville  lead  was  largely  llv 
result  of  sharpshooting  by  Joe  O’Con 
nor,  guard,  whose  first  four  attempt 
from  back  of  Ihe  free  throw  ring  swish¬ 
ed  through  without  touching  the  rim. 

The  going  goL  rough  in  the  secom. 
half  and  the  big  Peruvians  gained  rap¬ 
idly  on  the  Bearcats  by  hard  driving 
and  by  taking  advantage  of  a  numbei 
of  lapses  in  the  Maryville  defense. 

Coach  Stalcup’s  ^.oys  looked  good  in 
the  first  half,  but  their  play,  in  part 
because  of  the  roughness  of  the  game 
became  more  or  less  ragged  In  the  sec¬ 
ond  frame.  Bad  Bearcat  passes  and 
hesitancy  about  driving  through  the 
Peru,  defense  accounted  for  the  Ne¬ 
braskans'  margin  in  the  last  half.  The 
team  promises  to  develop  into  a  free¬ 
wheeling  outfit  before  the  season  pro¬ 
gresses  far- and  a  certain  lack  of  polish 
was  inevitable  this  early  in  the  year. 

Leo  Pvaisewatcr  broke  through  to 
rcore  under  the  basket  for  the  first 
Bearcat  tally  just  as  the  game  opened 
Confronted  by  a  zone  defense  which  re¬ 
fused  to  come  out  on  the  floor,  O'Con¬ 
nor  then  planted  himself  firmly  just 
beyond  the  free  throw  ring  and  tossed 
in  three  baskets  in  a  row.  His  team 
mates  were  doing  a  good  job  of  hust¬ 
ling  tlic  bull  away  from  center,  when 
Dale  St.  John  had  a  slight  advantage 
over  Carmichael,  hulking  Peru  center 

St.  John  tallied  from  the  field,  O'¬ 
Connor  bagged  another  precisely  liki 
his  three  former  tosses,  and  then  Or 
ville  Johnson  chucked  in  another.  Tin 
Bearcats  were  leading  14  to  0  befori 
Elmo  Wright  fouled  Andrews  who  con¬ 
verted  the  point.  St.  John  scored  agair 
from  the  field  for  Maryville  and  wa: 
fouled  in  the  attempt  by  Fisher.  Hr. 
made  a  free  throw  and  the  Bearcat1 
were  leading  17  to  1.

Doctor  Mehus  declared  that  county 
governments  as  they  now  exist  are  on 
anachronism,  that  they  were  designer! 
lor  public  good  of  citizens  who  had  no 
swift  means  of  transportation. 

‘‘Our  county  seals  were  designed  for 
l.l.e  ox-cart  age."  he  said.  “Now  with 
Ihe  motor  car  carrying  men  and  wo¬ 
men  speedily,  we  can  help  lift  this  tax 
burden  by  consolidation  of  counties." 

New  Birth  of  Freedom 

A  new  birth  of  freedom*  with  ignor¬ 
ance,  superstition,  prejudice,  hatred,

Hectic  Excitement! 


TOO  MANY  COUNTIES 

There  are  debt  problems  in  every  populous  county  of 
tlie  state,  similar  to  those  of  Buchanan  county,  and  it  is 
a  safe  assertion  that  there  are  few  populous  counties  in 
the  nation-  that  are  not  in  financial  'straits.  This  condi¬ 
tion  moves  tiie  Boston  Transcript  to  inquire: 

How  long  will- tiic' counties  last?  In  the  current  dis¬ 
cussion;- of  the  cost  of  government  attention  frequently 
is  directed  to  the  county  machinery.  It  is*  represented  as 
having- outlived  its  usefulness,  and  so  become  a, waste  of 
money. 

The  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Taxpayers’  Associa¬ 
tions.  a  .state  organization,'  adopted  resolutions  in  .which 
it  was  [declared  thal  "county  government  s' in  this. state  are 
an'  unnecessary  and  duplicating  system.  Large  savings 
and  equal  if  not  better  service  could  be  accomplished  by 
l heir  abolition,” 

The  problem  of  Missouri  and  Massachusetts  is  com¬ 
mon  in  one  respect — there  is  too  much  government  in  both 
—but  Missouri  is  many  times  larger  than  Massachusetts, 
in  a  geographical  sense;  so  a  solution  mat  would  apply 
there  would  not  apply  here.  Missouri,  of  course,  cannot 
dispense  with  counties  entirely.  But  we  can  and  .should 
reduce  the  number  of  our  counties.  One  hundred  and 
fourteen  counties  might  have  been  necessary  in  the  horse 
and  buggy  era;  in  Lite  modern  uge  of  good  roads  and  rapid 
transportation  anil  communication  they  are  about  three 
times  too  many. 

The  time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  the  people  will 
linve  to  choose  between  two  allerna lives —bond  issues  to 
carry  their  governments,  on  the  one  hand,'  and,  on  the 
oilier,  fewer  counties. 

Readjustment  of  county  government  in  Missouri  that 
would  cause  some  brunches  to  be  consolidated  and  some 
lovbe  abolished  entirely  was  '  urged  ■  by  Dr.  O.  Myking 
Melius,  professor  of  sociology  at  Maryville  Slate  Teachers’ 
College,  in  an  address  before  the  St.  Jo  epli  Association 
of  Credit  Men  last  night.  Doctor  Melius’  program  calls 
l'cr  consolidation  cf  some  counties  and  elimination  ol  un¬ 
necessary  county  seats.  As  yet.  Doctor  Melius  is  like  a 
prophet  crying  in  the  wilderness.  But  in  time  those  who 
hear  him  now  and  those  who  shall  hear  him  and  his  suc¬ 
cessors  and  abettors,  may  see  the  application  of  his  prin¬ 
ciples,  at  least  in  part.  Here  is  a  proposed  reform  that 
faces  the  stubbornesl  kind  of  possilion  from  the  politicians.

life,  to  distribute — thru  -  these'  enorm¬ 
ously  improved  country  -schools — 
technical  and  scientific  knowledge  of 
agriculture  ..toi-  the.., masses,  of  .-.farmers 
and  their  ,  children;-,  which -'.never,  was 
done  and  never,  could  have’.been-[ done 
unless '.these  .teaqhers-college  gradu¬ 
ates  had  ben  placed  in  the  .'country 
schools.
